(By United Pre**) 
Washington, Nov. 8— The Atlantic 
neaboard rum fleet is demoralized and 
reduced to a smaller number than at 
any time In the past 18 months, the 
Treasury department announced to­ 
day. 
A careful 30-day campaign direct­ 
ed from Washington brought

prise after surprise to the rum run­ 
ners and resulted In the seizure of 
seven large British and one Norwe­ 
gian ship with cargoes valued at $4.- 
300,000. 
It was the greatest haul of liquor 
since prohibition. 
All were captured 
outside tho 12-mtle ITTnlt from SO to 
30 miles off shore under the regula­ 
tions of liquor trestles between this 
government and the countries 
from 
which tbs ships were registered. 
The liquor ship* were taken com­ 
pletely off guard when

speed motor boats which

Clarence H arrow ’s advice to break 
these laws. 
"Som ewhere am ong my 
papers, I have an attorney's license. 
To get it I had to affirm, w ith my 
hand on this book (th e Bible) th at I 
would uphold the C onstitution and 
laws of my country. 
The lawyer 
who breaks th at oath is a tra ito r to 
his country.’’ 
In the third place, 
America m ust help extend prohibition 
throughout the world. 
America oc­ 
cupies a position of leadership am ong 
nations. 
Woodrow W ilson was lis­ 
tened to at V ersailles in 1919 because 
he was president of the United States. 
W arren H arding invited nations to a 
Lim itation of Arm am ents Conference, 
and foreign leaders alm ost fell over 
each other to get here, because 
a 
president of the United States had 
invited them . 
America m ust lead 
the extension of prohibition around 
the world.

The Juel building has been design 
ed along strictly modern lines ol 
architecture, and is a model of con 
venience "throughout.

storerooms 
in

are 
reached from an outside stirway on 
the corner. 
Each one is finished i 
w hite and is well lighted. 
The four storerooms on the groun 
floor 
are supplemented 
with 
foil 
packing rooms in the basement, one 
for each store, and a connection wit 
the rubbish burner, a part of th 
steam boiler. 
The flatg on the second floor at 
causing much

Ohio State had a great team when Chick H arley was playing and the 
success of the State team was continued when Pete Stlnchcomh was developed 
to take H arley’s place. 
W orkm an then came along, hut now State has no 
backfield star for the offense. 
If there was a Harley, a Stlnchcomh or a 
Workman around, Ohio State might win the W estern Conference cham pion­ 
ship. 
Without an offensive punch, Jack Wilco tried the next best thing and 
he specialized on the defense and developed one of the hardest team s to 
score against in the conference. 
That, however, may he the wrong idea un­ 
less it Is a course adopted by necessity. 
As the box fighters say, “ You can ’t 
win many fights by blocking ’em. even if you don’t get tin ears." 
Yale tried for three years to build a team up around Charley O’H eara 
and the idea might have worked lf O’H earn had not been so fragile. 
It was 
no good to have all the plays in the world for a great offensive man if that 
one man was knocked out in the first period of every game and couldn’t 
return.

George Huff, the guiding genius of 
Illinois athletics, spotted Zuppke and 
signed him in 1912 as head football 
coach even though the athletic treas­ 
ury ut Illinois was made bankrupt by 
the act. 
Illinois had not been win­ 
ning many games in the conference 
and the football team had ceased to 
‘‘draw.’’ 
The first year Illinois did well under 
Zuppke and the next year lend the 
conference. Such a rem arkable change 
in the foothill I fortunes of this great 
university so elated faculty, students 
and alumni that they have not come 
down to earth yet and in the interval 
have built one of the finest stadium s 
in the West, besides leading the con­ 
ference in 15)18, 1920 and 1923. 
That 
Michigan was co lead er with them In 
1920 and last year does not dim their 
record. 
Robert Zuppke is a versatile coach. 
His bewildering shifts, open field trick 
plays involving forw ard passes, canny 
hidden hall attack and surprise plays 
have made Illinois one of the most 
feared teams in the Big Ten. 
In 1919 
Iowa led 7 to 3 anti Illinois pulled an 
onside kick which won the game. Last 
year Zuppke tricked everybody, for in­ 
stead of springing so many surprise 
plays he introduced Grange, who ran 
wild against all opponents. 
This year with the stringent rule on 
shift plays and all defenses set for 
Grange, Robert Zuppke seems to he at 
the end of his string—but only figura­ 
tively.
